The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinaiy skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the claims under 35 
U.S.C. 1 03(a). the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various claims was commonly owned at the time 
any inventions covered therein were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the 
time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and 
potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e). (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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Claims 1-2, 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Andrews 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,468,360.

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Bentley (Patent 
Application Publication 2004/0091390) 

The claims are directed to a method of cleaning microbes out of buildings by dry ice 
blasting. 
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Andrews teaches a method of cleaning microbes out of buildings by dry ice blasting, 
using air extractors equipped with filters to suck out the contaminants.. See, e.g.. Col. 1, Col. 3- 
4. 

Claims 1, 2, and 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Preising 
(US 6863594 B2). 

The claims are directed to a method of cleaning microbes out of buildings by dry ice 



Preising discloses a method for the removal of a contaminant from a contaminated 
surface comprising the steps of exposing the contaminated surface, and propelling frozen carbon 
dioxide particles (TP) against the contaminated surface at a high velocity, with the frozen carbon 
dioxide particles being propelled in a fluid medium, which is dry ice blasting. Preising teaches 
this method in the abstract, lines 5-9 and in column 4, lines 29-33. The contaminants are 
removed from the contaminated surface in electric power supply facilities, which encompasses 
buildings, of course, with the force of the frozen carbon dioxide particles and the fluid medium 
(colunrn 3, lines 6-9). The removal of biological contaminants, namely fungi molds, from a 
surface in electric power supply facilities, which encompasses buildings, of course, is disclosed 
in column 1, lines 15-18.
